Believes Smelt 


Perils Fishing 


M a y Be Worse Than 
Lamprey, Says Brown 
By JOHN T. NEVILL 
W H ITEFISH POINT. 
Mich. — 
Sm elt, the harm less looking and 
tasty little fish dipped from G reat 
Lakes w aterw ays by the m illions 
each spring, may be m ore harm ful 
to G reat Lakes fishing than the 
lam prey eel. 
T hat, according to Tom Brown, 
one of M ichigan’s largest com m er­ 
cial fishing operators, is the opin­ 
ion of m any of the state’s com ­ 
m ercial fisherm en. 
The 
theory, 
Brown said, is that sm elt, w hich, 
like the eel, is foreign to G reat 
Lakes w aters, preys 
on 
sm aller 
fish. 
A nd 
many of the sm elt’s 
victim s, when allowed to m ature, 
are edible fish. 
“B ut unlike the eel,” Brow n said, 
‘sm elt have one 
saving 
grace. 
They them selves are edible, so we 
derive som e benefit from th eir ex­ 
istence. However, it is entirely pos­ 
sible th a t their raids on other edi­ 
ble fish do us more harm th an the 
benefit we reap.” 
Prominent Fisherman 
As head of Brown Fisheries, Tom 
Brown stands 
foremost 
am ong 
M ichigan’s commercial fisherm en. 
In addition to his m ain operating 
base at W hitefish Point, w here he 
and his fam ily also reside. B row n 
operates from M anistique, H an­ 
cock, H arbor Beach 
and 
G rand 
Haven. His fleet of fishing craft 
totals ten large boats, and he em ­ 
ploys an average of 50 men. M ore­ 
over, he has been a com m ercial 
fisherm an all his life, as w ere his 
forebearers for IOO years before he 
was born. 
The Brow ns—father, m other and 
children 
proved them selves gra­ 
cious hosts to this w andering re­ 
porter. 
Mr. 
Brown 
practically 
took the day off to show us around 
his ruggedly beautiful dom ain. He 
insisted th at Mrs. Nevill and I stay 
for lunch, so at noon-tim e accom ­ 
panied by our host, we sat down 
to m ountains of food in the cook­ 
house w ith the shoreworkers. 
For 
m any years the n a m e , 
W hitefish Point, has been a syn­ 
onym for large-scale com m ercial 
fishing. Between 1875 and 1900, be­ 
fore B row n’s enterprise cam e into 
being at the Point, there w ere two 
large concerns—the Booth and En­ 
dless 
fisheries—em ploying 
from 
70 to 75 m en each. In addition, each 
concern employed 15 or 20 Indians 
to do nothing but dress fish and 
prepare them for m arket. 
W hen not dressing fish, the In ­ 
dians and their 
families 
picked 
blueberries, which are found in 
com m ercial abundance alm ost ev­ 
eryw here 
within 
miles 
of the 
Point. 
“In those days,” Mr. Brown said, 
“one boat would harvest from 2,- 
000 to 6.000 pounds of fish to a lift. 


Today, using much better equip­ 
ment, we average from 300 to 1,- 
000 pounds.” 
Cycles In Fishing 
Although adm ittedly w o r r i e d 
about factors which he says have 
sliced deeply into the supply of 
G reat Lakes fish—factors like the 
lam prey eel, sm elt, 
and 
careless 
seining of m innow s—Brown says 
the Lakes alw ays have been sub­ 
ject to a rise and fall in fish life. 
“The supply of fish in our lakes 
seems to come and go in cycles,” 
he said. “N inety years 
ago, 
my 
people m oved aw ay from Sanilac, 
in Lake H uron, because they firm ­ 
ly believed the supply of fish there 
was depleted. 
“They w ent in sailboats to the 
Beaver Islands, w here they found 
the supply plentiful. But, after a 
time, the B eaver Islands supply 
began to dim inish. 
For a couple 
of years, around 1890, whitefish 
and trout w ere so scarce m any 
fisherm en thought the day of com­ 
mercial fishing was at an end. But 
the fish returned, and again were 
harvested as abundantly as ever. 
“There seem s to be no known 
reason for this occurrence. 
But 
the im portant point is this: Sani­ 
lac, given up for lost by my peo­ 
ple ninety years ago, still is being 
fished com m ercially. Almost ev­ 
ery fishing port on the Lakes has 
undergone a sim ilar experience— 
including W hitefish Point.” 
It would be pointless, Mr. Brown 
believes, to w orry about each cy­ 
cles, because little, 
if 
anything, 
can be done about it. But the eels, 
the sm elt and a suitable hatchery 
program represent problem s 
we 
can control. 
“Take w hitefish, for exam ple,” 
Brown said. “It is not unusual 
for a w hitefish to lay 
as 
m any 
as 50,000 
eggs. 
If 
unmolested, 
those 50,000 eggs will represent at 
least 100,000 pounds of edible fish 
in four years’ time. So, when a 
little w hitefish is seined out and 
used for bait, or is devoured by 
a sm elt or some other fish, we 
have lost 100,000 pounds of w hite- 
fish. M ultiply th at by m any thou­ 
sands—and th ere’s your problem. 
“Today, all over the state, there’s 
a scarcity of minnows. I’ll venture 
the prophecy th at this is a h a r­ 
binger of a shortage of large, edi­ 
ble fish four years from now.” 
But, nevertheless, Mr. Brown is 
optimistic about the future. He 
says he has great faith in the fish 
propagation w ork being 
carried 
out by M ichigan scientists, and be­ 
lieves th at w ork is the com m erci­ 
al fisherm an’s only salvation.

h e 
very interesting little story, based on 
information provided by Commerce Clear­ 
ing House, an organization that is concern­ 
ed with tax and business law. 
According to the story, “ If you are a 29- 
year-old average male, you can look for­ 
ward to paying a minimum of $34,700 in 
faxes by the time you are 65.” This aver­ 
age 29-year-old earns $4,300 a year, and 
has a mortgaged home and two children. 
Of that $34,700 tax bill almost half—$15,- 
64—will go for federal income taxes. The 
rest will be levied in the form of real prop­ 
erty taxes, social security, gasoline, state 
income, various excise and “luxury" taxes 
and so on down the long list. 
The $34,700 figure, remember, is a m in­ 
imum. No one can forecast the future with 
accuracy. If government goes on with the 
prodigal waste that has characterized it 
for a generation, the ultimate tax bill for 
toe 29-year-oid average man and every­ 
one else will be far higher.

from Europe with a new feeling of hope 
—more hope than I had on any previous 
trip to Europe. 
The United States, 
m m y opinion. 
Is 
definitely winning the cold war. Further­ 
more, time is running on our side., If it 
runs long enough. I believe, it may still 
be possible to accomplish the miracle and 
bring about permanent peace. 
This may seem like a strange summa­ 
tion coming from a hard-boiled arid some­ 
times cynical newspaperman. However, I 
am convinced it ie accurate. 
Like 
most 
newspapermen. I sometimes get so close 
to problems that I can’t see the trees for 
the leaves. 
This ie likewise true some­ 
times of governments and of the public. 
We read the pessimistic headlines and we 
conclude that toe worki ie rn a helluva 
state. 
To some extent, of course it sti+1 ie. But 
success does not m ake headlines, 
while 
tragedies do. When the train gets in on 
time you never read about it in the paper. 
If ifs wrecked, on the other hand, it’s all 
over the front pages. A wreck is a tragedy, 
and that’s news. But while w’e have been 
reading about the diplomatic train wrecks

Europe, actually most of our trains 
have been coming in on time 
and 
the 
American people by their 
policies 
and 
their patience have built up a tremendous 
success story. 
Three big things are happening today hi 
Europe and in the world: 
J. Eisenhower has accomplished mira­ 
cles in welding a united European army. 
2. Time—which is on our side—has giv­ 
en us a chance to m ake tremendous pro­ 
gress in perfecting new weapons.

ahead of the Soviets that it becomes in­

A BLEAK CHRISTMAS 
Four years ago I spent Christmas Mi 
France and New Year’s in Italy. It was the 
most depressing holiday season of my en­ 
tire life. Paris was dark, the street lights 
barely flickering, candles were used part 
time in the hotels; 
there was almost no 
heat, food was scarce, and worst of all the 
people had lost hope. Sometimes it seemed 
that they went through the routine of liv­ 
ing merely because they had become ac­ 
customed to the habit of living. 
Even the great cathedrals and palaces 
which had looked down on conquerors 
and revolutions looked gloomy and weary. 
Even they seemed to lack hope. 
That was the crucial winter the Com­ 
munists chose for their deadly strikes and 
riots to take over W estern Europe, a win- 
tre before we had adopted the Marshall 
plan or begun to send postwar food. That 
was also the winter w hen the American 
people, usually ahead of their government, 
sent Western Europe a token of encour­ 
agement through the friendship trains. 
That was the w inter of 1947. But this 
year it is so different!

had 
walked 
to rough 
the 
dismal, 
drizzly, darkened streets of 
Rome 
and 
Paris in 1947 remem bering the surge and 
tumult of other years, wondering whether 
the old energy could ever return, whether 
the people would ever smile again.

HONG KONG—The first serious 
guerrilla threat against the Chi­ 
nese Reds is building up in a wild 
corner of Asia wher ■* China’s Yun­ 
nan 
province 
thrusts down be­ 
tw een Burma and Indochina. 
As a spawning ground for such a 
project it is both good and bad. 
It is good because it is moun­ 
tainous country controlled mostly 
by tribal chiels who hate the Com­ 
munists; bad because there is no 
satisfactory 
supply 
line and be­ 
cause of the danger of bitter bor­ 
der disputes with third parties. 
But it offers the anti-Red Chi­ 
nese their first real chance to flight 
back. 
Can it be held and expanded? 
T here s a chance—a slim, outside 
chance. Only that. The odds are 
with the Reds, yet if this guerrilla 
growth is handled with skill and 
imagination it is possible for it to 
win 
through 
and 
turn the tide 
against Chinese Communism. 
Chinese 
Nationalists 
on 
their 
Formosa island stronghold report 
that guerrillas led by Col. Li Mi 
already control one-third of Yun­ 
nan province. This probably is not 
true. 
Formosa is claiming that part of 
Y unnan which the Reds don’t di­ 
rectly 
control. The Communists 
control the useful, productive parts 
of the province—perhaps half of 
the territory. 
The guerrillas hold a sliver of 
land not far from the Burma bor­ 
der. There are big areas in which 
neither side has a man. 
The beginning of the guerrilla 
build-up goes back to 1949, when 
some 
of 
Generalissimo 
Chiang 
K ai-shek’s 
armies 
.Tossed 
into 
Burma and Indochina after Nat­ 
ionalist collapse on the mainland. 
Some of the nationalist troops 
were 
interned 
in Indochina and 
some eventually reached Formosa 
Some joined the Shan state tribes 
in Burma. This was embarrassing 
to 
Burma, 
which recognized the 
Red regime at Peiping. 
T here was one effort to wipe out 
the 
Nationalist 
fugitives, but it 
failed. It is almost impossible to 
corner a refugee 
force 
in 
that 
country—particularly 
when 
the 
force is aided by the tribes. 
Be­ 
sides, 
Burma had more pressing 
problems. 
Tile border is not clearly defin­ 
ed. The Shan tribes are related to 
the Miao and Lolo tribes on the 
Y unnan side 
So, ethnically and 
geographically,

w here Burma ends and China be­ 
gins. 
On the China side, the Miao and 
Lolo tribes are among the many 
minority

Ming dynasty (1368 A.D.). In the 
past they have been left more or 
less to themselves, but the Com­ 
munists tried to change things.

We attended a family farm policy meet­ 
ing in the court house at Escanaba recent­ 
ly and expected to hear some constructive 
suggestions on how the farmers could do a 
better job. It turned out to be largely a 
pat on the back for the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture agencies serving the farm­ 
ers’ needs. 
Everyone wa* satisfied with the work 
the agencies are doing except on one 
point—more forestry information should 
be made available to the farmer. 
There were one or two individuals who 
seriously questioned the services offered 
by the multiplicity of federal farm agen­ 
cies and wondered whether they were not 
duplicating each other. Most of the farm­ 
ers, 
however, 
agreed there are not too 
many agencies or too much service. In fact 
they would like to have-a little more.

OPINION—“I thought we 
were here to try and cut down on these 
agencies, not expand them,” one farm wife 
protested. 
* 
Discussion moderator A ine Johnson of 
Rock grinned appreciatively and asked the 
group what it thought about that point— 
and waited for discussion which did not 
come. The silence answered for the major­ 
ity. They are satisfied the federal govern­ 
ment is doing a good job in serving the 
farmer. 
Another minority opinion was express­ 
ed by a young farmer, 
a war veteran, 
who thought the 
federal 
government 
should lay off in controlling production 
and marketing. He had no backers. 
And another young farm er told of an 
experience in which he had been refused 
a loan by the agencies and obtained it from 
a local bank. 
But apparently his was an 
isolated experience and signified nothing.

MATTER 
OF INFORMATION — The 
head of one lending agency told the farm ­ 
ers the “newspapers and magazines” are 
picturing the farmer as wealthy and “city 
people” think the farmer gets a large slice 
of the dollars paid for food. 
People would get a different impression 
if the “whole story” were told, he said. 
In defense of the newspapers that pub­ 
lish news on agriculture, we pointed out. 
“If 
there 
is 
misinformation in the 
stories on farming in the newspapers it 
is because the local, state 
and 
federal 
agricultural agencies are kl error. The 
information your newspaper uses comes 
from them.” 
We might add that perhaps because of 
the multiplicity of farm agencies the news­ 
papers can be led astray in 
telling 
the 
farm er’s story. 
Newspapers do not fabri­ 
cate the stories on farm earnings and agri­ 
cultural progress—they come from one or 
the other of a dozen or more agencies.

of mistakes, and the two most im­ 
portant are: 
1. We have failed to sell Europe 
on a United States 
of 
Europe. 
H ere at home we have shown how 
48 different states can apply the 
principle of federalization yet si­ 
m ultaneously live under a central 
governm ent; yet in Europe we 
have failed com pletely to put this 
across. And this is the only long­ 
term solution for E urope’s 
eco­ 
nomy. 
2. We have failed to sell the De­ 
claration of Independence in Eu­ 
rope. 
Though w e live under the 
greatest political docum ent known 
to man, we have failed to get Eu­ 
ropean governm ents to adopt the 
principle of “equality” of econom­ 
ic opportunity. T he old economic 
class system still prevails in Eu­ 
rope; 
and until w orkers have a 
chance to better them selves eco­ 
nomically, Comm unism will con­ 
tinue to hold som e adherents to 
its phony philosophy. 
Thus our greatest failures have 
been in failing to sell Europe the 
tw o basic principles of Ameri­ 
canism. 
There is also another failure— 
and danger. 
W AGE W A R NOW ? 
It comes from the Senator Mc- 
C arrans, the Senator McCarthys 
and those behind them who w ant 
to get us into a preventative war. 
The 
American public does not 
realize it, but th eir speeches give 
Europe the jitters. For Europeans 
realize what the “w age-w ar-now ” 
clique do not—nam ely that tim e 


is runtng on our side. 
They know th at the longer we 
can hold off war, the more we can 
build up our defenses in W estern 
Europe, the more we can solidify 
sentim ent behind us 
and 
the 
m ore we can benefit from rest­ 
lessness behind the Iron Curtain. 
T hat is one reason for the pres­ 
ent barrage of friendship balloons 
to people of Poland, Czechoslo­ 
vakia. They also need to be given 
hope. And the dem otion of Rudolf 
Slansky as leader of the Czech 
Com m unist party is one indication 
of the political ferm ent inside th at 
country—a ferm ent th at m ust be 
encouraged. 
Yet instead of aiding this fer­ 
m ent, Senator M cCarran frankly 
adm itted to the secrecy 
of 
the 
Senate 
appropriations 
hearings 
th at he considered w ar inevitable, 


therefore did not w ant to spend 
money on penetrating 
the 
Iron 
Curtain. 
M cCarran is an old man. At 75 
the day is past when he will have 
to bear arm s to defend his coun­ 
try. He w ants w ar, and judging 
by his actions he w ants it right 
away. He forgets that money is a 
lot cheaper than lives. 
He does 
not realize that tim e is running so 
strongly on our side that the Sov­ 
iet may be tem pted to precipitate 
war to stop our progress in Eu­ 
rope. 
Nor does the aged .senator from 
Nevada realize that wai gets us 
nowhere. No longer can there be 
decisive wars. The w ars of today 
are almost certain to end in stale­ 
mates, in which both sides lose, in 
which civilization is wrecked, and 
from the ashes is likely to emerge

Blueberry Promotion 
Yields Juicy Profits

GRAND 
JUNCTION, 
Mich.— 
Fruit farmers here 
in 
southern 
Michigan are anything but blue 
about the way people are taking to 
their newest crop— blueberries. 
The growing American appetite 
for blueberries is indicated by the 
way production has been rising. 
When the last ct this year's b e r­ 
ries are picked a week or so from 
now, they'll bring Michigan’s 1951 
crop to over 6 million pints, slight­ 
ly m ort than in the record year 
of 1950 and nearly 9 J2 times the 
quantity Michigan grew IO years 
ago. 
Farmers will 
receive 
$1.- 
250.000 for their blueberries this 
year; in 1941, they got $88,000. 
By 1954, when the 3.000 acres 
planted to blueberries in Michigan 
are in full bearing, the crop will 
hit 12 million pints, W. A. Donald, 
general manager of the Michigan 
Blueberry Association, says. There 
w ere only IOO acres in 1936 when 
this cooperative association 
was 
formed to market the state's blue­ 
berries. 
More Canned and Frozen 
Nationwide statistics 
on 
these 
berries aren’t available. 
That the 
production and consumption trend 
for the country as a whole is 
sharply upward is suggested by 
the quantity of blueberries can­ 
ned. 
About half Michigan's blue­ 
berries are canned or frozen and 
a large portion of 
those 
grown 
elsewhere are also processed. The 
760.000 cases canned in 1950 was 
2.4 times the 1940 total of 322,000 
cases, according to the National 
Canners Association. 
Blueberries 
grow in commercial quantities in 
more than a dozen states: top pro­ 
ducers include Maine, New Jersey, 
Michigan and North Carolina. 
Why has blueberry eating taken 
such a big, sudden jump? 
The cultivated blueberry is the 
most important reason. 
They’re 
the king-sized “T m Blue” (brand 
used by New Jersey growers) and 
“Great Lakes” (Michigan brand) 
berries you sec in cellophane cov­ 
ered boxes. 
Wild berries seldom 
exceed a quarter inch in diameter; 
cultivated are 
about 
twice 
that 
size. 
In experimental plots near 
South 
Haven, 
Mich., 
Michigan 
State 
College 
researchers 
grew 
berries this summer that are near­ 
ly an inch across—one berry will 
cover a 25-cent piece. 
Season Is Longer 
The season of cultivated berries 
Is nearly twice as long as that for 
wild ones. 
In 
Michigan, 
early 
maturing cultivated berries ripen 
by th* Fourth of July and late 


varieties produce until frost. Cul­ 
tivated berries are also planted in 
spots w here 
there’s 
less 
frost: 
many wild bushes are in low spots 
where frosts are heaviest. Here in 
Michigan, blueberries grow in a 
180-miles long, 15-mile wide belt 
that follows Lake Michigan (ifs 
warmer near the lake) from the 
Indiana line to Muskegon. 
The m arketing association here 
and in New Jersey have had a lot 
to do with the rise in blueberry 
consumption. Their members con­ 
tribute to an advertising fund (in 
Michigan ’2 % gross sales) th at’s 
used to tell people about the vir­ 
tues of blueberries on radio and 
TV, in newspapers and other pub­ 
lications, 
through 
point-of-sale 
displays 
and 
recipes 
featuring 
everything from that old standby 
the blueberry 
pie 
to 
blueberry 
marmalade. 
These associations have done a 
lot 
to 
improve 
merchandising 
methods. 
For example, blueber­ 
ries used to be marketed in quart 
containers; now they’re 
sold 
in 
pints. 
A pint is enough for de­ 
sert or breakfast for an average 
I size family; it’s also just the right 
amount to m ake a pie. 
Airplane Helps Widen Orbit 
The airplane is helping widen 
the orbit of the blueberry. Mich­ 
igan berries are being flown as far 
as San 
Antonio, 
Tex. 
They’re 
shipped regularly to such remote 
spots as Kansas City, Minneapolis 
and New York. “We’re tinkering 
with the idea now of .shipping them 
all the way to Los Angeles,” Mr. 
Donald 
said. 
Blueberries 
ship 
well because they’re less perish­ 
able than most types of berries. 
They’ll take twice the abuse and 
have twice the shelf life of straw ­ 
berries, Mr. Donald said. 
In your 
home 
refrigerator, 
they’ll 
keep 
two or three weeks. 
Farmers have turned to blue­ 
berries because they fit neatly into 
Michigan's fruit economy. 
They 
ripen after cherries 
and 
before 
apples—a time when farmers and 
pickers 
are free to 
handle 
the 
crop.

May Go Atomic 


Gamma Rays Used To 
Preserve Foods 
ANN ARB OR, Mich. — tfP) — 
Atomic energy m ay force the c a n ­ 
ning kettle to the sidelines one 
day soon along w ith the spinning 
wheel and celluloid collar. 
Food preservation by atom ic ir ­ 
radiation on an experim ental b as­ 
is has been achieved by U niversi­ 
ty of M ichigan researchers. 
Prof, Lloyd E. Brownell of the 
college of engineering, who is s u ­ 
pervisor of the project, reported on 
it. 
He said several samples of raw 
beef have been exposed 
to 
the 
gam m a ray s w ithout developm ent 
of spoilage or odor or appreciable 
change in color. 
Also subjected to the rays and 
now being studied are bananas, 
red 
plum s, 
peaches, 
cherries, 
grapes, red raspberries and b lu e­ 
berries. 
Prof. B row nell said that norm al 
m ethods of preservation— canning, 
freezing and refrigeration, drying 
and dehydration, smoking, salting 
and use of chem ical preservatives 
—all tend to modify the flavor, 
texture and food value.

False Pattern Of 
Life Blamed For 
Unhappy Marriages 
By MARGARET HYDE 
DETROIT — (ZP)—M any m ar­ 
riages are unhappy today, says a 
school psychiatrist, because young 
people have never been told w hat 
they’re getting into. 
Dr. Aloysius S. Church, 
ad­ 
m inistrative psychiatrist for 
the 
D etroit board of education, 
ex­ 
plained it this way before 
the 
37th national convention of C ath­ 
olic charities here last* night: 
“W omen have been taught all 
their lives to think they’ll m arry 
a handsom e man who will have 
a steady job and will be able to 
purchase a home for cash and buy 
a beautiful car and take an an ­ 
nual vacation with three healthy 
children. 
May Be Different 
“ Actually, the man that m any 
of them m arry will be unable to 
hold a steady job. 
He’ll be bald, 
have false teeth and m aybe be 
an alcoholic. 
Their children may 
w ell be unattractive and have all 
sorts of illnesses. 
“On the other hand, men antici­ 
pate a passionate woman and a 
meek wife. 
Actually, half 
the 
women who m arry are frigid and 
m ost of them certainly are 
not 
meek. 
“A husband learns to expect a 
good housekeeper, a woman who 
will attend to his every need and 
have his pipe and 
slippers 
in 
place each evening. But his wife 
— nine itmes out 
of 
ten—just 
w on’t be like that.” 
Dr. Church blamed parents and 
educators, as well as movies and 
| popular novels 
and 
m agazines, 
: for w hat he called the “false pat- 
i terns of thinking.” 
“All of us,” he said, “should 
! feel ourselves being victimized by 
certain styles of thinking in the 
sam e way that we are victim ized 
by styles of dress.” 
Face Facts 
The psychiatrist, consultant to 
num erous youth agencies and who 
has worked extensively w ith the 
m ental and 
emotional 
problem s 
of young persons, said the solu­ 
tion is a realization by parents 
and teachers that they m ust face 
sex and m arriage realistically. 
For instance, he said, a m other 
should tell her daughter: 
“Your 
father and I are 
having 
some 
trouble; he can’t hold a job.” 
“A 
father should let his 
son 
know about some of the problem s 
he will face,” Dr. Church added. 
“And parents and educators alike 
should make it clear 
to 
youth 
that Hollywood and the m agazines 
don’t paint a true picture of m ar­ 
riage.”
